What every U.S. representative and sen­ 


ator knows by heart is the obscure sec­ 
tion of the Congressional Directory titled 
“ Term s of Service” 


Here is simpler language than anything 
stated in the Constitution of th** United 
States is the charter of leg islate organi­ 
zation 
and 
procedure, 
the 
“ seniority 
system ” 


If might better be called the charter of 
unrepresentative 
m orracy, a system that 
lets the people elect representatives and 
senators but does not let the representa­ 
tive* and 
senators do what 
the\ 
wt re 
elected to de 


The "seniority system ” puts legislative 
power into the hands ol a few men who 
are able to get re-elected ad infinitum and 
thus to build up long term s of se n ice 
The undisputed leader in seniority. Rep. 


C irl Vinson of Georgia, finally is retiring 
after serving since 1914 Rep. Vinson, fit, 
has held down the chairm anship of the 
House Armed Services Committee since 
1949. 
This is the evil of the system — the 
fact that its beneficiaries can claim all 
the ke\ chairmanships and thus control 
al! important legislation. 
They literally 
can run Congress to suit themselves. 
It has been referred to on occasion as 
the "senility 
system ,” because 
that is 
what it turns into if senior legislators 
linger past their span of usefulness. 
Rep 
Vinson was. by all accounts, an 
e n eptionalh 
able man. who served his 
country well 
Tins cannot be said of all 
or even most o' the senior legislators who 
finally get into positions of great public 
power bv outlasting and outliving their 
associates, 


In Need of Classification 


If politicians could look ahead, say IO 
years, they might change their strategy 
about many things. 
One change might be their strategv on 
reapportionment. Politicians fighting if are 
sure in their minds that their hope for 
future success lies with so-called "rural 
voters" — that urhan voters have all the 
legislative power they can be trusted with. 
Rut in the process of reapportionment, 
politicians arc learning things about their 
constituencies some didn t know before 
One thing they are learning, according 
to an information roundup in The New 
York Times from all 50 states, is that 
the chief beneficiaries of legislative reap­ 
portionment are not centra! cities but fast- 
growing suburbs 
Suburbs tend to be more Republican 
than Democratic in partisan complexion. 
Their voters tend to be more moderate 


than liberal 
Their residents think for themselves. 
They are keenly conscious of their grow­ 
ing importance in the political composi­ 
tion of the nation. And they are acutely 
iw.ire of their stake in legislative reappor* 
tionm* nt 
At present they are grossly un­ 


d e r epresented 
Many of them live in areas recently 
classified 
rural" but now clearly subur­ 
ban in their composition. They want full 
representation. 
Politicians who haven't yet realized that 
legislative areas no longer are either ur­ 
ban or rural but also now can be subur­ 
ban will have a surprise in store if they 
olfend suburbanites in a bid for rural 
support. 
The suburbanites may be living in the 
country, but they do not identify them­ 
selves with a "com stalk bloc" in politics.

I Won't Let You Give M e More A id " 
Post-Mortem On Morality

One of the most distressing 
realizations one can have look­ 
ing backward at the elections 
derives from the fact that too 
few Americans really cared to 
search out the real issues or 
even to find the stam ina re­ 
quired to make any choices at 
all. This itself is parti} a m at­ 
ter of weakened morality 
Whether this was cause or ef­ 
fect we are not quite sure, hut 
it doe* seem that too few of us 
were thinking deeply about is­ 
sues. 
Perhaps there was not enough 
moral ferment on the political 
scene, no sharp focus for de­ 
bate. and far too much self-sat­ 
isfaction with the state of pros­ 
perity. 


WE DO NOT BLAME Senator 
Coldwater, who now and then 
brought up more than em u,th 
to light a considerable political 
blaze but whose campaign ob­ 
viously did not catch fire. We 
do not blame President John­ 
son, who inned very few is­ 
sues 
indeeu. 
tor 
wanting to 
coast into a full term on the 
basis of prosperity 
His image 
as the fatherly supervisor of 
good times, with something for 
every 
American 
and 
mellow­ 
ness toward the Reds for the 
sake of peace, was apparently 
enough to commend him and 
his program to the voters. 
So, not many citizens got ex­ 
cited, it seems. As in 1960. too 
many 
thought 
nothing 
of de- 
faulnng so that “ they" (to use 
the tasteless phrase of one w e l l - 
meaning 
"go 
vote" 
appeal) 
would make choices. There was 
some excitem ent late 
in 
the 
campaign, when morality in go­ 
vernment got a boost as an is­ 
sue because of misconduct of a 
Johnson associate 
But it was not enough to de­ 
pend upon the pitiful records of 
a couple of fallen a.'se d a te s to

Nevertheless, we do believe 
that some real issues of slipping 
m orals and softened integrity 
and 
careless ethics remained 
submerged under the surface of 
American life These were dif­ 
ficult to dram atize, though the 
Arizona Senator tried bravely. 
But there will be another time, 
when more people may care 


SERIOUS CONCERN, for ex­ 
ample. was voiced recently in 
a Chicago s;>eech by the chair­ 
man of the world s biggest util­ 
ity, 
Frederick 
A 
Rappel. 
of 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph. 
Said he: “ You don't have to 
be a puritan to sense that moral 
standards have slackened. It is 
hard to escape the feeling that 
things are worse than they used 
to be The crime statistics keep 
going up. Disrespect for law 
and order is widely apparent... 
and it isn t just poverty and 
narcotics 
and 
racial 
tensions 
that generate all the trouble. 
There are maqy other factors 
as well. 
I would say these include, 
fin- example, a weakening of re­ 
ligious belief and training: the 
idea that society owes every­ 
one a living,. 
and, to a great 
extent nowadays, people 
sim ­ 
ply seem to take misbehavior 
in stride. They don't get up in 
arm s about it. . 
A bad actor 
isn't really bad, he just makes 
mistakes because his childhood 
was unhappy. Attitudes of this 
sort 
have 
tremendous 
influ - 
ence” Such a description of 
the general moral climate of 
the nation deserves study by 
every one of us. 
Although we do not feel that 
Congress can or should legis­ 
late morality, nor the federal 
government enter this area in 
its expansion efforts, we do be­ 
lieve that definite relationships 
between the government and its 
people do exist 
It is rather the quality ot go­ 
vernment. its law.' and it' ad­ 
ministration of justice that in­ 
duces good attitudes, respect for 
others,

Riddle: What is neither land 
nor sea. but both?

Continental 
Shelf. 
The Continental 
Shelf 
has 
long been a riddle in itself. But 
in recent years scientists and 
engineers have learned exciting 
new facts about the shelf and 
its hidden “ treasures " 
'Hie Continental Shelf, off any 
continent 
is 
that 
relatively 
shallow underwater land mass 
that lies between the coast and 
the deep sea. a sort of transi­ 
tion zone between the continent 
and the ocean proper. 


ITS 
WIDTH 
CAN 
VARY 
greatly. 
Off 
Florida’s 
E ast 
Coast it narrows to about a 
mile; off New England it ex­ 
tends as much as 200 m i l e s 
seaward 
“ We have suddenly develop­ 
ed a hunger for knowledge ab­ 
out what has been called ‘The 
Hidden 
Em pire' 
near 
our 
shores.” notes the current edi­ 
tion of Petroleum Today. 
Once the province mainly of 
geographers and oceanograph­ 
ers. the shelf is now attracting 
the attention of other scientists 
and technicians, as the realiza-

the potential 
wealth in these mysterious ar­ 
eas. And it has become increas­ 


ingly im portant to determine 
just how far from shore a na­ 
tion's sovereignty can extend 
For one thing, the 
richest 
fishing grounds are often found 
in the waters above a shelf. 
"But what s inside the shelf 
may be of far greater econom­ 
ic im portance” observes 
the 
magazine. "Since the shelf is a 
submerged part of the conti­ 
nent. the geological strata 
of 
the land do not stop at 
the 
w ater's edge. A vein of ore, or 
a layer of any other m aterial 
in the earth, often continues be­ 
low the surface of the shelf.” 
This has special significance 
in the search for petroleum, the 
magazine notes: "Petroleum * 
bearing strata on land can be 
followed below the surface of 
the sea, and new petroleum - 
bearing strata have been dis­ 
covered in the shelf.” 


THIS KNOWLEDGE led

It has been estimated that 
the U S. Continental Shelf alone 
may eventually yield as much 
as 20 billion barrels of oil and 
150 billion cubic feet of natural 
gas.

Some psychiatrists are coming 
to strange, tentative conclusions 
a^out the human mind. 
They’re now saying (private­ 
ly) that things have changed 
since Sigmund Freud s day, or 
that Freud was wrong, and that 
down Inside we're not all driven 
solely by hunger, thirst and sex, 
after all 
Instead, some of these men 
are saying that these days we're 
living on a much higher plane - 
at least a lot of us art — and 
that it's not worry over sex, 
hunger or thirst that drives us 
to the psychiatrist's couch, but 
higher worries 
We’re deviled 
more in the 
1960s, 
these 
psychiatrists 
be­ 
lieve. about self - esteem, our 
personal worth a* human be­ 
ings, whether or not we're use­ 
ful or important to the world or 
somebody 


THERE IS NO AGREEMENT 
among psychiatrists, of course, 
but some of these men are now 
saying that our funking can get 
us into even more serious "ner­ 
vous breakdowns” than our em­ 
otions. They seem to be saying, 
in fact, that perhaps thought - 
frustration can be more danger­ 
ous *han sex or hunger frustra­ 
tion 
Thinking, it seems, can lead 
us 
into 
mental sickness when 
we try to solve problems we 
don't have the capacity to solve. 
It may be that our brain can 
take some oi the mental steps. 
But then it reaches some steps 
it can’t handle 


Perhaps it s because our par­ 
ticular brain hasn't been trained 


to handle these steps 
Perhaps 
some accident, disease or emo­ 
tion has blocked out our ability 
to take one or more steps in the 
thinking chain, and we bog down 
part way through and come up 
with a crazy nonsense answer. 
We become frustrated. T h e s e 
frustrations build up 
It seems that possessing a 
brilliant brain may not neces­ 
sarily save a man from these 
mental frustrations. Physicists, 
m athem aticians, bankers, p sy ­ 
chiatrists, 
college 
professors 
may have highly trained minds. 
But their minds are highly spe­ 
cialized in one kind of logic or 
another. So they could run afoul 
oi mental distress w len they 
get out of their own fields. 


WHAT THESE psychiatrists 
are finding is that no one knows 
very much about thinking They 
don't know how we think, what 
causes thinking to break down, 
how far thinking is determined 
by emotions and how much by 
computer-like logic 
They think that a study oi 
mentally ill people will help de­ 
termine the thinking processes 
of the mentally well. (Since th* 
minds 
of 
the 
ill 
apparently 
break down somewhere 
along 
the thought process, the break 
may indicate or expose one or 
more steps in the thought pro­ 
cess). 
But other things are worrying 
the psychiatrists. Are some peo­ 
ple having breakdowns because 
they've been trained or educat­ 
ed too narrow ly1’ Why is It that 
children seem to lose much of 
their creativity by the thgd or 
fourth grade in school? (Are we 
destroying some of our thinking 
ability 
by 'Our 
training 
and 
schooling?)

Wheat Disease Control 


Stem rust disease on wheat 
and similar crops is almost a 
thing of the past due to an 
effective control program con­ 
ducted over many years, points 
out William B Phillips. Mahon­ 
ing County agriculture agent. 
For this disease to exist, it 
lives on common or European 
barberry for a while and then 
on wheat 
Tins is referred to 
as alternating hosts and in this 
case when the common or Eur­ 
opean barberry plants are de* 
stroyed, -tom rust is eliminated 
It must have both host plants 
on which to live at different 
times. 
The control program is based 
on finding and destroying the 
common or European barberry 
plants To accomplish this, men 
pursue a systematic search of 
a given arca and destroy these 
these plants. During 1964 several 
of these barberry plants were 
found by U S 
Department of 
Agriculture 
inspectors 
in 
the 
Reaver Township area of Ma­ 
honing County 
Now in 1965, between Janu­ 
ary and July, field work will 
be conducted’ in the Canfie’d 
and Goshen Township areas In­ 
spection work will be done on 
a parttime basis 
It will not 
include 
all 
land area within 
these townships 
Harold Lange, crew leader, 
Car] Arnes, and Kenneth (lay­ 
ette will conduct the field work 
under the direction of C. C. 
Custer of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture Plant Pest Con­ 
trol Division. These men do not 
wear uniforms but do have I S. 
Department of Agric, identifica­ 
tion cards and they make every 
reasonable effort to contact pro­ 
perty owners in the area they 
are working. Their inspection 
work is entirely out-of-doors and 
they do 
use 
harmless 
lime 
mark* on fences and elsewhere 
as guides to enable them to be 
certain they have inspected the 
entire area. 
Some barberry plants such as 
the Japanese are rust resistant 
and do not need to be destroyed. 
Identification guides for differ­ 
ent types of barberry plants are 
available from the field inspect­ 
ors or the Co. Extension Office 
at Canfield. 
Sheep Scab Program 
Ralph Helsel of Berlin Center 
has been selected as technician , 
for Mahoning County in the sec­ 
ond infection of the Ohio Sheep 
Scab Eradication Program. 
Tile program is a cooperative 
effort of the Ohio Sheep Indus­ 
try, Ohio Division of Animal In­ 
dustry, the USD A Animal Dis-' 
ease Eradication Division and 
the Ohio Farm Extension Ser­ 
vice All sheep will be inspected 
between now and Jan. 20. Dur­ 
ing this time all sheejj in Ohio 
will be under quarantine. 
Movement of lambs and sheep 
to a market or sale during the 
quarantine is permitted only as 
follow s: 
1, Directly to a licensed live­ 
stock market within Ohio. 
2. Directly to a slaughter es­ 
tablishment within Ohio. 
3 After inspection of the flock 
by any licensed veterinarian and 
issuance of the Division of Ani­ 
mal Industry form 30-A (health 
I certificate). 


4 
After inspection by one of 
the technicians if the flock is 
found negative. 
The first inspection to elimi-, 
nato sheep scabies (scab) was 
conducted in January of 1964. 
This is the final step of an in­ 
tensive program to eradicate 
this costly disease from Ohio. 
He se! began inspections 
to­ 
day in Smith and Goshen town­ 
ships 
He wail gradually work 
toward the northern and east­ 
ern part of the county. He will 
not be handling tho sheep but 
will merely observe the flock 
for signs and symptoms of sca­ 
bies. Any flocks that are sus­ 
picious will remain under quar­ 
antine and be rechecked by a 
,-aate or federal veterinarian.
